S.O. 371(E).—Whereas by Government Notification m the 
Ministry of Labour and Rehabilitation (Department of Labour) No. 
S.O. 457(E), dated the 21st June, 1984, the Central Government had, 
in pursuance of sub-clause (i> of clause (a) of section 2 of the Indust¬ 
rial Disputes Act, 1947 (14 of 1947). specified for the purposes of 
that sub-clause, the industry engaged in the manufacture or produc¬ 
tion of mineral oil (crude oil), motor and Ration spirit, diesel oil, 
kerosene oil, fuel oil, diverse hydrocarbon oils and their blends in¬ 
cluding synthetic fuels, lubricating oils and the like (hereinafter refer- 
erd to as the said industry) winch has been declared as a controlled 
industry under section 2 of the Industries (Development and Regular 
lion) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951) , 

And whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that in 
the public interest it is necessary that the said industry be continued 
to be specified as the contiblled industry for a further period of two 
years; 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of sub-clause (i) of clause (a) of 
section 2 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (14 of 1947). the 
Central Government hereby specific;, for a further period of two 
years from the 21st June, 1986 the said industry as the controlled in¬ 
dustry. 
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
